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DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to paper filed on Oct. 4, 2006, the applicants have amended claims 1-13, 
15 and 18-20. 

2. Claims 1-13, 15 and 18-20 are pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The following amendment is pursuant to a telephone conversation with the 
applicant's attorney, Mr. Sheldon M. McGee on Oct. 30, 2006. The following changes 
have been made in the specification and claims: 

In the specification on page 60, Method b: lines 2-3, after Rb9 (5'- 
GCCAGCGTGCAAATAATGAAGG-3', insert — SEQ ID 1 — ) and furthermore, after 
Rb10 (5'-AGAGGGGGATTATGTATCCAC-3' t insert — - SEQ ID 2 — ). 
Cancel claim 20. 

In claim 18, lines 2-3, after allergic rhinitis, delete , rheumatoid arthritis, dermatoses, 

ulcerative colitis . 

4. Claims 1-13, 15, 18 and 19, renumbered as claims 1-16, are allowed since the 
applicants have amended claims to overcome enablement rejection and furthermore, 
due to their persuasive arguments on page 6 regarding treatment of Crohn's disease 
and allergic rhinitis with PDE4 inhibitors.
